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THE RISE IN INDIAN GOVERNMENT ISSUES 
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For a considerable time now the circum- 
stances affecting security values have been 
favourable. Among these is the satisfactory 
war news, though admittedly this has con- 
iained little of a definite character, Of 
primary importance is the assurance of a 
continuance of cheap and plentiful credit, 
As stated on a previous occasion, the huge 
Government expenditure in connection with 
the war involves a cre@tion of credit, aud, 
consequently, a demand for sound invest- 
ments, a demand which, coming on a market 
poorly supplied with stock, has an undue 
effect upon ES An influence of a more 
temporary character is the new investment 
money made available by the Government 
acquisition of dollar securities. Actually this 
means the entry of an entirely new buyer into 
the market. for dollar issues, though as yet 
there is no indication of the exact amount 
of sterling involved in the business. It is 
possible that the figure has been exaggerated 
somewhat, and that of the recent buying 
of Gilt-edged securities and leading industrial 
equities was purely specylative in anticipa- 
tion of re-investment business arising from 
the Government payment for dollar stocks. 


OTHER INFLUENCES 


One aspect of the strength of Gilt-edged 
stocks—the most important feature of — 
markets for some time past—is the rise in 
India Government sterling issues on the offer 
of exchange into rupee securities.

A cipal aim a Republic for the whole of 

Ireland—was inaugurated at a meet- 
* under the chairmanship of Mr. Sean 
Fitzpatrick, in the Mansion House, Dublin, 
on Saturday. 

Mr. Fitapatrick, in outlining the 2 of 
the provisional committee, said that the 
movement aimed first at spreading a Repub- 
lican ideology, and they had prepared a 
scheme of organisation by which the demand 
might be created among the Irish people for 
the Republic, established in accordance with 
Christian principles and deriving its culture 
from Gaelic traditions. 

The provisional committee agreed that the 
Republic must be established with a reason- 
able chance of being maintained against out- 
side interference. It was also agreed that 
the present defence forces of Eire and the 
present economic resources of the country 
would be inadequate to maintain the Republic 
against ees aggression. A period of pre- 
paration under a Republican Government 
would be necessary for the realisation of 
their objective. 


MILITARY SERVICE 


The State would undertake the employment 
of all employable citizens; this would remove

join a professional army, and it would be 
necessary for the safety of the State to insti-

Driving a Car 

How do you hold the steering wheel of 
your car when you are driving? I have 
just been reading the results of “an 
investigation among car drivers and have 
discovered that the most popular grip on 
the steering wheel is the ‘‘ ten-past-ten ’’ 
position. In other words, if the steering 
wheel was marked like a clock face, the 
driver’s hands would indicate ten minutes 
past ten. 

Another 2 which appears to be 
fairly popular with middle-aged drivers 
who like to go along at a steady pace, is 
the quarter-past-nine, while there are 
a few drivers who prefer to have both 
their hands at the bottom of the steering 
wheel—in the six-thirty position. 

The latter grip, however, does not 
appear to give the fullest amount of con- 
trol over the wheel. Drivers of heavy 
vehicles are reported to prefer the 
„ twenty-past-ten position. 


Pike and Perch 


Efforts are to be made by the Irish 
Tourist Board to develop coarse fishing in 
this country. It seems that a party. of 
anglers from Lancashire and Yorkshire 
found such sport in their pursuit of pike 
and perch in the Irish Midlands last 
summer that they are coming back in the 
present year with strong reinforcements, 
and it is appreciated that this class of 
fisherman may easily be encouraged... 

Coarse fishing is not popular in Ireland. 
‘Apparently it is not even regarded as 
real fishing ’’ by our discerning anglers ; 
yet Isaac Walton wrote one of his Jon 
chapters on the subject of the pike “ the 
tyrant, as the salmon is the king, of the 
waters.“ i 

The pike is the longest-lived of any 
fresh-water fish. There is a tale of one 
that was taken in Sweden in the year 1449 
with a ring about his neck, preg | that 
he had been put into the pond by Frederick 
the Second two hundred years before. 
“The Compleat ‘Angler ” is not, of course; 
a reliable guide; for its author took a 
chance on manv of his statements. He 
tells of pike that bit, respectively, a mule 
and a girl’s foot. 53 


Mrs. Beeton Outclassed | 


Isaac does say, however, that he tried 
the following recipe for- cooking à pike, 
and it will be noted that the lavish d 
of Mrs. Beeton would be a very poor 
second in this case. 

The pike must be more than a half a 
yard long. His liver is removed and 
shredded very small with thyme, sweet 
marjoram and a little winter savoury ; to 
these put some pickled oysters and some 
anchovies, as well as a pound of sweet 
butter. The ingredients named are mixed 
with a blade of mace and put into the 
pike’s belly. 57 

The fish is then reinforced with laths 
and tape to prevent it from breaking or 
falling into the spit, and is roasted 
leisurely, being often basted with claret 
wine. butter and anchovies. And so on.
